Red Spiders Doing 
Severe Damage In 
Many Citrus Groves 

In the southern and eastern sec¬ 
tions of Los Angeles County very 
severe damage by red spider has 
been observed this fall, according 
to W. H. Williams, Assistant 
Farm Advisor. 

This spider causes the leaves to 
lose their, natural glossy green 
and to show whitish irregular 
spots or specks where the insect 
has withdrawn the sap from the 
tissues. These grayish or whitish 
spots or dots may also show upon 
the fruit. In some places where 
it has been severe, defoliation has 
resulted. 

The best control for spider is 
the use of a light oil or an oil 
with lime sulphur, but to get 
definite recommendations for the 
particular time of year you want 
to control your spider, it will be 
wise to get in touch with the 
Farm Advisor’s Office or the Ag¬ 
ricultural Inspector of the district 
for specific recommendations.

soon as flowers appear, and those 
remaining will produce a fine dis¬ 
play of double flowers. 

Start the seeds in flats or cold 
frames and transplant them to 
the open ground after the plants 
have four or five leaves, or the 
seeds may be sown in the open 
ground where the plants are to 
remain. 

Stocks are easily grown and re¬ 
quire only the ordinary cultiva¬ 
tion. Too much moisture mayj 
cause the foliage to turn yellow 
and drop, therefore each sprink¬ 
ling or irrigation should be fol¬ 
lowed by surface cultivation. 
When this system is practiced, the 
soil must necessarily become suf¬ 
ficiently dry before cultivation, so 
that there will be little danger of 
applying too much water. 

The home gardener is general¬ 
ly interested in the tall branching 
tsocks that may be used as cut 
flowers. These include the Bis¬ 
marck, or Giant Imperial, Giant 
BISMARCK STOCKS 
Perfection, Nice and others. They 
usually grow to a height of 1^2 
to 2U feet and flowering branches 
may be removed for cut flower 
purposes without disfiguring the 
plant. 

Another popular class of stocks 
is the Ten-Weeks, valuable as 
borders and often used for mas¬ 
sed color effects. Since they do 
no grow as tall as the branching 
varieties, they are not so desir¬ 
able for cut flowers.

the soil, seed and mulch in place, 
to prevent washing and to retain 
the moisture. Apply water slowly 
until the soil is thoroughly packed. 

Place the flat in the shade dur¬ 
ing the summer months and in 
the sun during the winter months. 
Lift the burlap occasionally to 
see if the seeds are germinated 
and then at the first sign of ger¬ 
mination remove the burlap, then 
sprinkle lightly, keeping the soil 
thoroughly moist until all of the 
seeds have germinated. 

The young plants require sun¬ 
shine, therefore the flat should 
be placed in the sunlight after 
all the seeds have germinated. 
When the plants have acquired a 
second or third set of leaves, or 
when they have grown sufficient¬ 
ly large for transplanting, they 
may be removed to the open 
ground. They should not be left 
in the flats for too long a time, 
as younger plants are more suc¬ 
cessfully transplanted than those 
that have grown too tall and 
woody. In removing them from

On the theory that drunken 
I drivers are potential killers and 
I that fines are inadequate in deal- 
j ing with them, judges of the 
I criminal division of thet Superior 
i court.s of Los Angeles county in 
I conference have decided upon a 
I uniform piini.shment for the of- 
I fenders imprisonment. 

The judges are not yet willing 
[ to go so far as to sentence every 
drtinken driver to San Quentin, so 
at their conference it was left to 
the di.scretion of the Individual 
jurists whether the offenders shall 
merely be confined In the county' 
jail for a short period, or w-hether 
they shall bear the brand of a 
felon by the longer sentence at 
San Quentin. But is was agreed 
that there .shall be no exception, 
hereafter, as to the manner in 
which this deadly class of offend¬ 
ers shall be dealt with.
